Chicago is congratulating itself—and
with good reason—on the steady im-
provement in the health of its inhabit-
ants. Records kept by the board of
health show a constant decrease in
the death rate during the last 20 years,
particularly among children. Out of
every 1,000 deaths during the first quar-
ter of this 20-year period, 522 were those
of children under five years of age.
During the last quarter the number
has been only 338. The gain is attrib-
uted to the diligence of the board of
health in spreading a knowledge among
